Avoid puppy mills at all costs 

Classified ads for "Big September ' 
~Clb8cdut8,*‘"Oct6ber PuppyClearance," have 
. appeared recently. An ad in today's Times- 


News has a number of dog breeds for sale, 
all small, all males and both purebreds and 
mixed breeds; I visited one such place here 
in Twin selling these puppies. 

This particular place had about five pup- 
I»cs in crates and cages on display. One pup- 
py had such a bad bite I'm not sure how he 
was able to cat, another a bloated stomach, 
and another so shy it hid in the weeds under 
the crate. 

In general, these puppies were of very 
poor quality and health. These were the 
"sample" puppies. The young sales lady 
showed m a book which listed about 15 other 
breeds and their prices, both to individuals - 
and to pet stores. Prices ranged form about 
$150toS250. 

I inquired about the mixed breed puppies 
and why they were so much and was told 
they were popular and could be registered 
wiUi the AKC — they would send in pictures 
of the parents and AKC would register them. 

I repeated the question twice because 1 
know for a fact AKC docs not register mixed- 
breeds. Felt like fraud to me. Puppies that 
do not sell fast enough arc sent to pet stores 
in Nevada. 

Ever sec a puppy mill? I have -^”scvcral~ 
and they arc sod. Dogs kept in small wire 


cages from the time they are bom, some 
never see daylight, have litter after littbr, 
and receive no medical care. 

Typical "puppy mill" strategy is to sell 
small male dogs because small dogs arc eas- 
ier to house, cheaper to feed and bring os 
much money os larger breeds. T^ females 
arc generally kept for reproduction purpos- 
es.. 

If you arc going to buy a dog. buy from a 
knowledgeable and reputable person. Call 
the Kennel Club, your veterinarian or any- • 
one who knows dogs and become informed 
before you become a victim of a puppy 
shamrPuppy mills stay inhujiincss because 
people buy their dogs.

' Had Alysheba not won Saturday; 
perhaps Personal Ensign, who won 
the Breeders’ Cup Oist^, might 
have earned Horse ofthe Year hon- 
ors. As it stands now, she certainly 
will be named America’s best older 
filly or mare. 

Alysbeba’s big moment going lV<i 
miles came after darkness had set- 
tled in on Churchill .Downs and 
street lij^ta from surrounding 
neig hborho ods sparkled in the 
night Only the wide-open lenses of 
NBC's television cameras were 
able to show the action, and a 
floodlight at the finish line showed 
rainra fluny of snow and Alysheba 
winning with a rally. 

Track announcer Mika Battaglia 
bad asked the crowd of 71,237 to 
“avoid using flash cameras when 
horses come throu^ the stretch," 
BO they wouldn’t be spooked. There 
■ were“h‘uriTihfl ■^and''d^^^ 
people who bad followed Alysheba 
through the ups and gowns’ of a 
two-year career that hu given him 
earnings of $6,679,242. 

He passed John Henry, who 
raced for seven years an d earne d 
$6,697,947 for the former record.

says the over 65 mup will more than double by 
the year 2030, when all baby boomers will have 
rcoued retirement age. 

Seniors wil) then represent ono out of every 
five Americans. 

Idaho's oging trends follow the nation. In fact, 

Idaho's older po|)ulation is growing slightly 
faster than the national average. 

Their, statistics show the Gem state's older' 
population has more than doubled in the past 
three decades — from 65,707 in 1950, to 131,677 
in 1980. 

Allen Porter, Boise, economic development 
data specialist ibr the Department of Commerce, 
offers data showing that same trend. He says 
from 1980 to 1987, the rate of increase in Idaho's 
over 65 population was 22 percent, compared to 
5.7 percent growth by the entire state popula- 
tion. 

Twin Falls County showed an incrcasoln older 


.people ofl2,6perccnt-during the same years. 

Porter adds that the oldest group of retirees, 
persons above 85 years of age, is grovring the 
fastest. 

These trends, based upon many interviews for 
this series, indicate the local economy may be 
shifting from from domination by agricultural- 
oriented industry to service type businesses. 

It also oppears Twin Falls is growing as a re- 
tirement center for retired persons not only from 
other Mogic Valley rural areas, but from other 
states. 

"If they keep moving here and become sick and 
hospitalized for a long time, they can use up all 
their money," says Jim Fraley, Twin Falls county 
commissioner. 

Counties, he says, are the last resort for people 
who do not qualify for federal assistance and oth- 
erwise fall between the cracks. 

NOT ALL AM POOR 

But, while much is heard about the elderly - 
poor — and rightfully so — only obout 15 percent 
of Mope Valley elderly arc below poverty level, 
according to the Idaho Office on Aging. 

'Hieir figures show 21 ,149 persons over age 60 
in R egion IV, which covers Magic Valley, and 
"^95* iJbrsons oflhat ago below the poverty level, 
-which for Medicaid means they have less than 
$1,900 in total assets. . 

Senior center officials estimate perhaps anoth- 
er 20 percent arc not technically at poverty level. ' 
but have little or no discretionary income. 

This still leaves more than half the older popu- 
lation in this area with money to spend. Census 
Bureau figures show tho age ^oup from 55 to 64 
as having the highest spendable income in.thc 
country. 

And whore do they spend it? 

Many of them arc buying government and lax-

Sui- 
cide rate among older people is also a grow- 
ing concern, Di^cr said. 

Q. Do all old people have to go to nurs- 
ing homes 

A. Only 6 percent of the elderly, nation- 
wide, live in nurring homes and many of 
them are people who have outlived thdr fam- 
ily or never had any children, Horshman 
said. 

Q. How can the etderiy help them- 
selves? 

A. Participants and panelists both said* 
they should question authority. And both pa- 
tients and arc^vers should not hesitate to 
^esUon doctor's decisions end protest if they 
tnink a decision might be inappropriate. 


Q. What agendea deal with financial 
preblema of the elderly? 

A Health pnd Welfare departments ad- 
minister Medicaid for low-income eldorlv per- 
sons. Social Security oIBccs handle Medicare 
questions. County welfare oflidals help in in- 
dent cases. 

Q. How poor must one be to qualify for 
Medicaid old ago assistance? 

A Ann Martin, Jerome, Health and Wel- 
fare eligibility examiner, said total assets — 
meaning savings, checking account balance 
and investments — cannot total more than 
$1 ,900 for a single person or $2300 for a cou- 
ple. 

Monthly income of an elderly person living 
in their own home cannot exceed the total liv- 
ing costs set by Health and Welfare. Those 
costa include $195 for basic expenses, up to 
$118 for shelter, rent or pro-rated property 
taxes, and standard utility allowances, which 
can total $94, depending upon the number of 
btilitics they have to poy. 

’ "If your monthly income is more than the 
total of thbsc three items, you're not eligible 
(for Medicaid)’ Martin said. "And there's not 


a thing I con do about it because theM Bg* 
urea ore set by the federal government - ■> - - - 

Martin also says ’nearly everyone’ rebaiv- 
ing Suplomental Security Income (SSI) is ell- 
gimo for Medicaid. 

Q. Can ypu keep your home and still 
be on Medicaid? 

A The home in which the elderly lives is 
not included in total assets, Martin said. • 

Q. What other financial help is Bill- 
able? 

A Veronica Licrman, Jerome coimty com- 
missioner, said widowed persons of any age, 
senior dtizcns and disabled people who arc 
property owners can apply for circuit breaker 
tax relief through the county. 

"Go to the assessor's olficc in your county 
courthouse and find out if you're eligible," she 
said. Depending upon one's income, homo- 
owners may be eligible for tax credits up to 
$400. 

The state reimburses counties for this, tax 
loss, so it's much belter for people to apply 
for this help than to let their taxes default, 
she said.

Robert Smylle, former Idaho Governor: 

“There is a provision in the proposed amendment that would sanctify and legalize bingo and other 
casino-type enterprises if operated by a religious group or other charitable organiza.tion. This clever little provision could well be 
the real sneaker. Who defines an ‘organised religious group’ as legitimate?... Legislative or judicial mterdicuon of such religious 
self-designation would doubtless be unconstitutional. This suggests that perhaps there, is more danger in this simple little

That state, with a population one-third less than 
Idaho, continues to experience growth in the charitable gaming business and pressures to expand the kinds of gaming allowed. 

“HJR‘3 wouId'alsdT immediately permit high-stakes bingo and other types'bf gaming activities on the“ 
Indian reservations in''Idaho. The relationship between the state and the tribes in Idaho has been extremely good over the years 
and I would hate to see the gaming issue disrupt that good relationship.” 

Nicholas Spaeth, Nprth Dakota Attorney General: 

“When gaming was first introduced in North Dakota in 1977, 1 think the legislature contemplated 
that it would be operated on a very small scale— that it would legitimize what was probably going on illegally already in many of 
the clubs. But it grew beyond anybody’s wildest imagination. From a game that started with something like $6 million a year 
gambled in 1977, it’s grown to be a $200 million a year business - one of the bi^est businesses in the state. We’ve had bingo 
prizes up to $50,000. put less than 10% of the take goes to the-sponsoring charities. 

“Because gambling is a cash business, an awful lot of theft and embezzlement goes on. There isn’t a . 
—month that goes by that we don’t catch and prosecute bookkeepersrplaycrsror opcrator? stealing money. And itiy guess is that 
the real problem is not even known. We’ve also got some people in this state who have become addicted and developed some 
dreadful-compulsive gambling problems.-That increases welfare costs and affects everybodyr^ -* —

“One might surmise that games of chance operated by charitable organizations would remain

-People could buy an inexpensive kit of legal papers, fill in the blanks, create a charity, and be in 
the gambling business. That’s the same way bars and restaurants set up ‘charitable’ coiporate fronts literally overnight to operate 
thousands of slot machines in Idaho from the 1930s to ,1953. 

“If this amendment goes in our constiftition, influences that make a lot of money from a lot of 
•gambling will participate heavily in lobbying and in contribution s to poli tick campaigns. With the power of the gambling 
interests, I think the legislature would be hard pressed to contain and monitor those laws properly.” 

There you have it. No “hype." No moralistic overtones. Just good, practical arguments, 
backed by history, experience, and impressive legal exjDertise. Draw your own conclusions. 

If you. like most Idahoans, think this is more garhbling than we ought to allow, you’ll probably 
draw the same conclusion as former Governor Smylie: “On. the lottery amendment we 
should just say no." , * "

Now American potato growers 
will have access to a new market 
which, experts predict, could bring 
up to $10 million in sales within the 
next 5-10 years.
